ABSTRACT 



This manual of tape scripts, together with a set of 
foreign language audio tapes for level 1 Italian, was prepared to 
support the curriculum bulletin. New York City Foreign Language 
Program for Schools: Italian, Levels 1-4. Vocabulary, repetition, 
transformation, and recombination drills on specific grammatical 
features allow further development of understanding and speaking 
skills. The scripts indicate change in speakers, opportunities for 
student response following a model, and cues for carefully controlled 
pattern response. Vocabulary used in each of 15 scripts, each 
normally recruiring 10 minutes for practice is presented. (PL) 
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INTRODUCTION 

A major objective of the audio-lingual approach in foreign 
la ng ua ge instruction for Levels 1 and 2 in the New York City For— 
eign Ttanguage Program for Secondary Schools* Ital ian » Lev els 
is the development of facility in speaking Italian in everyday 
situations. To this end, the teacher must use every resource at 
his disposal. Taped materials, particularly those which allow for 
the hearing of several voices, those which offer opportunities for 
pupil response following a model, and those which offer carefully 
controlled patterns of responses are essential for the accomplish- 
ment of this goal. 

The tape scripts in this manual are intended to accompany 
audio tapes which have been prepared for use in the presentation 
and practice of the grammatical structures recommended for Level 1. 
The tapes and scripts are being distributed to all intermediate, 
junior high, and high schools where Italian is taught. 

It is hoped that the tapes and accompanying scripts will 
serve as key aids in presenting and dri llin g structures, thus free- 
ing some of the teacher* s valuable time for the more creative as- 
pects of foreign language instruction. It is hoped, too, that 
teachers will be encouraged to prepare similar scripts and tapes 
to meet particular local and community needs. 

The scripts serve several purposes: 

© to provide the teacher with a variety of drills which can be used 
to present and/or reinforce each grammatical structure 

© to enable the teacher to use these drills for classroom practice 
without tapes, if necessary (the teacher* s voice serving as the 
model voice) 

© to permit the teacher to review the precise content of a tape 
without spending the time required to listen to the whole tape 

© to provide additional material for practice in auditory compre- 
hension 

© to provide reading practice for previously mastered audio-lingual 
material 

© to provide the teacher with a list of vocabulary to be presented 
or reviewed before beginning a particular drill
